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*CASW Mt Churches are out of Repair ; many 
 INE// (8 ready to fall, and all of them in danger 
to be ruinated for want of a more eaſic 
and efteftual way for recovering the 
| Church-wardens Rates; and as for 
themſelves, one half of their Livings are not worth 
above 601. per Annum ; of which ſcarce one third 
part 15 now, or hath been recoverable for many 
years, eſpecially 1n Vicarages, the particular yearly 
dues of many, if not of moſt of the Pariſhioners 
not exceeding the value of a Shilling, and their beſt 
relief for Predial Tithes, yz. the Statute of Treble 
Dammages cannot relieve them for their Debt and 
Charges inany Action under the value of 5 /, ſothat 
in all ſuch caſes they can get nothing by their 
Suit, but an ill name ; And as for their other ways 
of remedy, the ſentenceof the Eccle/iaftical Conrts 
or the Exchequer, ggagnor, be obtain'd under Ten 
Months AfWſlieam,, and at leaſt Ten Pounds 
Charge ; and when it 1s paſs, is ineffecual for the 
recovery of their maintenance, the utmoſt penalty in 
either of the ſaid Courts,being only Impriſonment. 
Wherefore it 1s humbly conceiv'd, there can be 
noredreſs for theſe Grievances, but by way of Di- 
ſtreſs, as in the Rates for the Poor, according to the 
Bill now paſſed the Committee of the Honourable 
Houſe of Commons, which is apprehended to be 
no ways prejudicial toany Eccleſiaſtical JurisdiQtion., 
No power of any other Court being thereby leſſen- 
ed, nor any liberty of complaint thereby hindred ; 
only a more caſie and ſpeedy way of recovery of 
ſmall Tythes,and the Rates for repairs of Churches, 
&c. 1s provided.
